P resident Grace, a f te r reciting the 
fact th at the nav al appropriation bill, 
as it comes to the se na te from the 
hou se, contains a prov ision to con 
stru ct a gov ernm ent a r m or plant at a 
cost of $11,000,000, say s: 
“The B e th ­ 
lehem Steel com pany will agree, for 
su ch period as the gov ernm ent may 
d esignate as fu lly protecting the pu b­ 
lic 
Interest, 
to 
m anu fa c tu re 
arm or 
plate for the g ov ernm ent of the U nit­ 
ed S tates at actu al cost of operation, 
plu s su ch charges for ov erhead ex ­ 
penses. interest and depreciation as 
the federal trade com m ission may de­ 
te rm ine to be fair.”

denies 
that the c om pany ’s act is in the na t ­ 
u re of a “death bed” repentance, bu t 
he also declares th a t the company 
does not one m om ent concede that 
the prices charged for a rm or in the 
past, $432.62 per ton. h a v e been u n­ 
reasonable.

Ou r com pany has no in­ 
clination to m ake capital ou t of the

necessities

States. 
In the ev ent of war or t h r e a t ­ 
ened war. all the facilities we h av e 
for any pu rpose are a t the disposal of 
the United States g ov e rnm e nt u pon 
its own term s. 
T h a t m e a ns not only 
ou r a r m or plant, it inclu des ou r com­ 
m ercial plant, and ou r ordnance-m ak­ 
ing facilities.

ly renew ed; that the Bethlehem Steel Hull,

ate com m itte e ’s own figu res show that 
the United States h a s for twenty y ears 
obtained a rm or plate a t a price less 
th a n that paid by any of the great 
nav al powTers. 
After reciting th a t some $20,000,000 
are now inv ested in th re e arm or-m ak­ 
ing plants, President Grace u rges the 
com m ittee to reconsider its prev iou s 
recom m endation

the inte re sts of the Bethlehem Steel 
company , bu t with su pre m e regard for 
adequ ate national defense and sou nd 
pu blic policy .”

That 
step, however, ha s not y et been or­ 
dered. 
Thousands of soldiers will he need­ 
ed in ea se of inva sion. 
Even a fter 
the revolting Mexica ns are subdued 
the American soldiers will be requir­ 
ed to police Mexican cities <o quell 
trouble and to put down demonstra ­ 
tions which may occur. 
The coun­ 
try is in need of soldiers. 
The re­ 
sponse is 
general 
throughout

Thousands of y oung men are
